SUMMARY OF PROGRAM 


The Vocational Specialist program is designed 
to train professionals to function as Rehabilita- 
tion Counselors, Vocational Evaluators, or 
Placement Specialists who have training specifi- 
cally oriented towards blind and visually im- 
paired persons. The master's program is a 
unique interdisciplinary training program that 
involves 51 semester hours — 42 of course work 
and a9 hour, full semester internship. Doctoral 


RESOURCES IN LEARNING 


Several valuable resources are available to aid 
studerts in learning: a Vocational Evaluation 
Center on campus serves clients on an on- 
going basis; the Rehabilitation Research and 
Training Center in Blindness is located at MSU 
and a close relationship between this center 
and the training program exists; local rehabilita- 
tion agencies for the blind share a close 
relationship with the MSU program; and an 
Institute on Aging on campus provides intensive 


degree programs may also be pursued through 
the Department. Courses include training in the 
following skills as they relate to the blind 
person; counseling, vocational assessment, 
medical information, job placement, orientation 
and mobility training, work adjustment and 
personal-social adjustment. The program em- 
phasizes both classroom and experiential 
learning. 


training in this area. Additionally, faculty are 
competent, caring individuals who have estab- 
lished regional and national reputations for 
their contributions to the field. The program is 
accredited by the Council on Rehabilitation 
Education (CORE). Upon graduation students 
are eligible for National professional certifica- 
tion as rehabilitation counselors and vocational 
evaluators. 


STUDENT FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE 


Student aid is available in several forms, 
including: (1) traineeships and (2) graduate 
assistantships in the Research and Training 
Center in Blindness (RTC). Traineeships are 
available from the Rehabilitation Services 


Administration that pay tuition and monthly 
living expenses. These are awarded on a 
competitive basis. Some graduate assistant- 
ships through the RTC are also available. 


EMPLOYMENT OPPORTUNITIES 


Several types of Specialists are needed to 
facilitate rehabilitation of persons with visual 
disabilities including: vocational evaluators, 
rehabilitation counselors, and job placement 
specialists. Such individuals are employed by 
rehabilitation and related agencies. The inter- 


disciplinary approach in this training program 
provides students with professional skills that 
are especially desired by rehabilitation and 
related agencies for the blind and allow employ- 
ment in three specialty areas. This results in 
enhanced student employability.
